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SALT HIGHWAYS 
ARE CONSTRUCTED 
WITH GOOD RESULT 


Construction of hard, durable road 
surfaces, using a mixture of gravel, 
clay and salt, looms up as one of the 
important highway-building develop- 
ments in the immediate future. 

In Alberta recently was one of the 
leading Canadian authorities on the 
subject, R.M. Rowat, development ma- 
nager of the Salt Division Canadian 
Industries Limited, While emphasiz- 
ing that the development of stabilized 
roads should still be considered in the 
experimental stage, Mr. Rowat said 
a number of test stretches had been 
built in Ontario with good results. 
In the United States there are now 
over 200 miles of these salt highways 
chiefly in Ohio, Michigan, Indiana and- 
Illinois and New York, 

“Naturally the low cost of construc- 
tion is the important factor,” Mr. 
Rowat commented when interviewed 
“eombined with the fact that the ma- 
terials required are all general'y a- 
vailable in Canada. Crushed stone can 
be substituted for gravel when local 
conditions make that preferable, The 
method followed in building the test 
stretches of these roads has been to 
create a hard wearing course not less 
than three inches thick. The clay acts 
as a binder and in laying the road 
surface, it is mixed with water, much 
like concrete. In fact, because of its 
resemblance in appearance its resist- 
ance to abrasion, the completed mix- 
ture is sometinies : referred to as soil 
concrete.” 

Mr. Rowat said that the exact costs | 
of this type of highway construction 
would vary according to the locality 
where they are built. The costs for 
material were, generally speaking, se- 
condaray to local labor and haulage 
costs. In Ontario a good stabilized 
road 20 feet wide, had been built using 
15 tons of common salt to a mile 
with the other materials, practically 
available at the roadside. 

“We believe that this type of road 
surface will also mean greatly reduc- 
ed maintenance charges,” he stated.

SOUTH AFRICAN 
WHEAT PRICES 


While South Africa is not suited to 
wheat growing the farmers of that 
country have been encouraged to pro- 
duce that grain through the fixing of 
a minimum price in 1931 by the gov- 
ernment. This gave farmers a mini- 
mum of around $1.38 a bushel and 
consequently production has increased 
However, in 1935 a large crop was 
raised which provided a surplus of 
about 860,000 bags above the domes- 
tic requirements of 4,500000 bags.

| has raised was in 1931 when a total

Show Heart Disease Is Increasing 
A Minneapolis insurance company’s 


figures earmarked 350,000 United 
States citizens for death of heart 
disease in 1936. 

The company’s statistician, blam- 


ing the strain of modern life for the 


increased deadliness of heart ail- 
ments, predicted the toll would be 
even greater in 1937. Their fore- 


casts were based on their mortality 
records. 

“Heart disease,” they said, “kills 
ten people every time a motor car 
kills one,” and during 1935 account- 
ed for 29 per cent. of all deaths re- 
ported to the company’s claim de- 
partment. 

“The effects of the disease are not 
confined to business men carrying 
heavy loads of responsibility,’ the 
report said. “This is demonstrated 
by the fact that the death rate from 
heart disease among holders of in- 
dustrial policies, written largely 
among factory workers and day 
laborers, is almost exactly the same 
as for regular life insurance policy- 
holders.”

The Health League, which is to 
assume some of the Dominion-wide 
activities of the Social Hygiene, 
Council, will have as one of its| 
“most important objectives, the uni- 
versal pasteurization of milk”, Sir 
James stated in that letter. In ad- 
dition to the letter which emphasized 
his own personal feelings and con-} 
victions on the health problem, Sir | 
James forwarded to each person, & 
copy of an address by Dr. Gordon 
Bates, general director of the Health 
League of Canada, given before the 
Ontario Milk Distributors” Associa- 
tion. Urging that each pay special 
attention to the facts contained in 
that address Sir James concluded: 

“Unfortunately, a very large pro- 
tion of our milk supply in Canada is 
still unpasteurized, with the result 
that the best of our foods-—-milk— 
carries with it disease and death.” 

As an illustration of the difficulties 
faced by local health authorities and 
the apathy, or very often prejudice, 
of community leaders in matters of 
community importance, Dr. Gordon 
Bates, nationally known public 
health authority and general director 
of the Health League of Canada, re- 
lates the following story. For ob-| 
vious reasons the names must be 
omitted — though Ontario is the 
actual location. 

“This village is beautifully situat- 


| farmer, 


ed and is a mecca for thousands of 
summer visitors. The milk for this} 
popular resort is supplied by seven 
dairies of which one only supplies; 
pasteurized milk. As a result it is 
patronized by a great majority of) 
the visiting city folk—all of whom| 
presumably believe in pasteurized 
milk. 

“But alas a bacteriological check- | 
up reveals the fact that of all of! 
the milk in town the so-called pas-| 


teurized milk makes the worst show- | 
ing with a count which frequently | 
runs up over a million. | 

“The Medical Officer of Health, a 
part-time official paid a pittance for! 
duties so onerous he cannot possibly | 
perform them, has not visited the 
pasteurizing plant for years. The, 
milk inspector, a somewhat elderly | 
gentleman, retired from another call-| 
ing with no training whatever, can 
do little to remedy the situation. The 
newspaper editor who might do 
something to help mould public 
opinion happens to be the patient of | 
the doctor. He says the doctor is a 
fine fellow but he’s not so good on 
prevention. 

“Urged to print a series of articles | 
on pasteurization the editor refuses 
and the fact comes out that Mr. 
Editor does not believe in pasteuriza- 
tion. He thinks that much of the 
scare of microbes and bacteria is 
fanciful. 

“Not far from the domicile of this 
intelligent editor is a boys’ camp 
supported by the generous-hearted 
activities of an energetic Service 
Club which I shall name. One of the 


major activities of the service club) 


is the support of a Cripple Children’s 
Committee which supplies splints 
and braces for crippled children, The | 


same club supplies raw milk to the | 


boys in their boys’ camp.

Of greater import 
ance, however, is the tendency for 
the maturity of crops suffering from 
certain types of rootrot to be de- 
layed, predisposing them to further 
injury from rust, frost, or both., 
Moreover, it has been shown by 
work conducted at the Dominion 
Laboratory of Plant Pathology, Sas 
ratoon, that the use of poor seed 
may result in severe rootrot infec- 
tions, 

Seed samples containing a large | 
proportion of badly shrunken ker-

Explanations And Comments 


The Gerasene Demoniac, Luke 8: 
26-39, A boat with Jesus and his dis- 
ciples was beached one day on the 
eastern shore of the lake, which be- 
longed to the Gerasenes, facing 
Galilee.

Locates Metallic Bodies 


Pipe 
tected By Magnetic Eye 

A magnetic eye that can look 
through the ground and locate metal- 
lic bodies has been developed for the 
particular job of locating “lost” 
pipe lines. It can locate pipes with 
an accuracy of less than one dia- 
meter of the pipe in a horizontal 
direction and can determine its depth 
with a few per cent. of the total dis- 
tance. It was developed in the meter 
engineering department of the Gen- 
eral Electric Company and recently 
tested in Schenectady, N.Y. It locat- 
ed pipes 100 feet from their supposed 
location and at a depth of seven 
The pipes had been laid forty 
years ago and records of the location 
lost. 

The detector consists of a very 
sensitive magnetic needle and a hat 
magnet which can be adjusted for 
horizontal angle and azimuth to 
neutralize the earth’s magnetic field 
The instrument is moved along a 
line across the supposed location of 
the pipe, and deflections of the needle 
charted. Maximum deflection takes 
place over the pipe. Two such lines 
and points give the course of the 
pipe. The depth can be determined 
by passing a small current through 
the pipe and carrying the return wire 
at varying dstances over the instru- 
ment until the effect of the current 
in the pipe is neutralized 
Thomas Times-Journal.

Fire-Retarding Wood 


Chemically Treated With Compound 
Wood Will Not Burn 
Coinciding with the statement of 
United States builders and insurance 
men that the United States fire 
losses for 1935 amounted to 10,000 
human lives and cost $245,000,000, 
comes a report from the National 
Board of Fire Underwriters contain- 
ing an assurance that there is such 

a thing as fire-retardant wood. 

The wood tested by the Board 
was red oak and maple which had 
been thoroughly and uniformly im- 
pregnated in pressure tanks contain- 
ing ammonium salts, a fireproofing 
compound which, it is not perhaps 
generally known, has actually been 
procurable in Canada for at least 
two years, The treated wood is al- 
most the same in appearance as 
ordinary wood but is a little heavier 
because of the salt content. It is 
easily tooled and takes varnish well, 

The investigators of the Board 
tested the treated wood under con- 
ditions that sent untreated walls and 
floors roaring up in flames while the 
treated wood did not burn at all but 
after a long period of exposure to 
the fierce heat was deeply charred, 
Not once, however, did the treated 
wood flame or aid the spread of 
combustion, The National Board of 
Fire Underwriters’ final verdict was 
that the wood was non-inflammable.
